If the Fox Hunts were a contest then in most cases where the Fox log is 
wrong the Fox would lose the points because he copied the information 
wrong. By contest standards that would be the log submitted for the 
contest - the preliminary log. Under those same rules and practices the 
hounds would get the points provided they copied the information correctly. 


Since we don't get a log from the Hounds it would be real hard to say they 
got the information wrong. 


So the concept of correcting the logs for the benefit of the Hounds is a 
valid exercise even by contesting standards.

I agree that the log accuracy for a Fox Hunt should be somewhat relaxed and 
subject to a few corrections...this is a fun and very worthwhile event to 
encourage all levels to participate, be heard and be recognized as a force 
in the QRP world. 


HOWEVER, make no mistake - in a major contest such as CQWW there is no room 
for error and the mis-copying of a call on either end of the exchange can 
lead to severe penalties beyond the simple loss of that QSO. A single 
busted call is penalized by loss of multiple QSOs and - in some cases - a 
loss of a multiplier. 


CQWW uses a very sophisticated computer cross checking system to bump logs. 
The greatest minds in contesting have put it together and it works - it is 
fair because it treats everyone the same - like a dog. 


Practice up and get in the CQWW, ARRL DX (this weekend) and other major 
contests. It's amazing what the top ops at world class stations can hear. 
Rub elbows with the best, it's contagious and a great skill builder.

The "complaints" regarding preliminary logs 
are all based on false assumptions. 


The reason for a preliminary log is not whether the 
Fox copied the correct information over the air, 
it's to try to ensure that no Hound loses a well 
earned 

pelt because the Fox incorrectly typed the correct 
call sign in the log. 


Most errors in typing call signs involve transposting 
a letter, such as, for example, K5TZY (in error) for

the correct K5ZTY. This typo occurred recently. How 
would K5ZTY feel if he lost his pelt simply because 
the FOX made an error in typing his call sign in the 
log? 

Hounds should not be penalized by the loss of a pelt 
because of a typo in the FOX's log. 


As I'm the "Official Scorekeeper" I carefully review 
all 

preliminary logs. These transposition errors are 
clearly evident. 


In my opinion, the fact that a "contester" is allowed 
to submit 

his or her log one time is irrelevant. For all I know, 
contest 

logs have errors, possibly MANY errors. 


Although participation in the Fox Hunts may be good 
practice 

for CW contesting, it's not the primary purpose or 
objective. 

The Fox Hunts are an activity in themselves. 


The Fox Hunts are also not primarily an exercise in 
tying error- 

free logs. Each FOX is under some "pressure" to get 
the log 

posted within 24 hours after the hunt ends. There has 
never been a totally error-free prelminary log, 
although it is 

clear (to me at least) that all FOXES make a good 
faith 

attempt to publish an error-free preliminary log. 


The issues regarding preliminary logs have been 
discussed 

over and over by the QRP-L Committee. I believe 

the Committee had developed well considered and 
reasonabe rules, including those applicable to logs. 


>From time-to-time a FOX will write an e-mail to 
the Committee to inquire how to apply the rules 
to a unique circumstance viz-a-viz a log issue. 
The Committee votes on the matter and advises the 
FOX how the matter should be handled under the 
Rules.

the memory would have <up 4 wom> TU 5NN- <down 4 wpm> 246 

Everybody knows they are 5NN but the serial number is real important! 

The major contest programs - CT NA & TRlog - will allow you to do this 
also. NA will allow you to plug a paddle into the keying interface, so you 
don't need a keyer - use the computer as your keyer.

Hi All, 


Wow, it looks like I need to make something clear 
again.... 


While I did learn CW using dots and dashes written on 
paper I DO NOT advise anyone to do that. I know of no 
system that teaches it like that. 


But, if you did ever learn some or all of the code that 
way, take heart. I have known many hams who did and went 
on to become very good CW operators with speeds well above 
40 wpm. The advantage we all had back then was that we 
didn't have all the experts handy to let us know just how 
hard things were supposed to be or how we were hurting 
ourselves. We just bumbled along in our ignorant bliss 
and learned CW and got as fast as we wanted to! 


So, if you are just starting DO NOT learn it that way. 
Listen to it. Of course you MUST use a computer to do 
it. We didn't have such things. We did have paper tape 
machines but most of us couldn't afford one of them. 
There were some 78 rpm records out there but again, most 
of us couldn't afford them either. 


So it was a combination of a key/buzzer that most of us 
made from an old door bell ringer, hack saw blade, screw, 
batteries and some kind of receiver. Most of the old 
short wave receivers didn't have BFO's in them so there 
was no tone, just the hiss. (To see what this sounds 
like, set your RX to AM and go listen to CW. That's 
really what we were listing to back then.) And all you 
could do was to hear a letter sound, like "hiss" 
"hiilissssssss" and look at your list to find "A". 


How long did it take to learn it that way?? Different for 
everyone just as it is today but I was over 5 wpm in less 
then 2 weeks and had no trouble passing the test at the 
FCC office. It took about 6 weeks for my ticket to 
arrive. Less than a month after that came I was back down 
at the FCC office and got my General. 


It seems to me that all I was doing was using the paper to 
learn the sounds. But we have much better tools now. 


This gets to what BruceM said about **DESIREx*x. If you 
have it you will succeed, if not, you won't. 


OK, that's enough of the "old days"!

Hi Gang, 


Thanks to everyone who listened for the 30M QRSS10 experimental beacon 
this past Sunday. Several listeners reported that even at 250mW, the 
beacon was sometimes quite loud (AE5K RST 579, W8DIZ RST 539-589). 
Simultaneous copy was occurring in EU and the Western Canadian 
provinces. 


Several stations reported that they thought they would have been able to 
copy the beacon at the low milliwatt level, given the good condx. We 
will give them that chance before long... 


Most of the listeners got the Argo DSP program up and running quickly 
with few hitches. This program is available at http://www.qsl.net/padan/ 


The beacon tx consists of a DDSVFO driving the tx strip of a Wilderness 
Sierra. The antenna is a ladderline fed dipole up 60 feet, broadside 
NE/SW from North Carolina. Keying is done with Rik Strobbe's QRSS 
software. 


On the listening end, a number of different receivers and antennas were 
used. K2UD from NY gets a special attaboy for copying the beacon with 
his portable Sony ICF-2010 with built in whip! Now that's something to 
crow abt, Howard... WOCH did it the old fashioned way, by decoding the 
10 sec dots and 30 sec dashes with the second hand on his watch. He 
patiently wrote the entire sequence down on a scratch pad. That is a 
class act, Dave.

Bruce, with all respect, you seem not to have participated or even listened 
to very many "real" contests lately. 


The top CW contesters will tell you to a man that they start any contest 
with their keyers set up at 35-40 wpm so as to work that "layer" of ops as 
quickly as possible and get them in the log. Then they drop down a notch 
and harvest another layer, etc. etc. as the contest proceeds. 

When things slow down, they are happy to work any and all at any speed, and 
QRS as necessary, for the added points. So, I hardly think that my 
statement qualifies as "another falsehood." It may not be a statement that 
you agree with, but that does not render it wrong or a "falsehood" merely 
because you Say so. 


Sure, everybody is equally valuable, but not everybody has the same station 
or operator capabilities, so they are *xnot*« treated equally, however unfair 
that may be. The new op with his 100 watts to a dipole working at 15 wpm is 
not going to receive the same consideration or enjoy the same success as 
the multi-op KW+ stations with stacked Yagis on 120 ft towers and multiple 
towers for each band and a crew of experienced high-speed CW ops. 


As with most things, if you intend to win a serious contest as a serious 
contender, you will have the most power, the best antennas and the best 
operators you can manage. That is what "contest stations" are all about. 
And they do not hesitate to use whatever code speed the situation requires, 
regardless of whether or not the majority of entrants can copy at that 
speed. And you can take that to the bank . 


Bruce, I believe that you are a good man - but why must you continually 
respond to postings with this undertone of bitterness and accusation that 
the poster inevitably is wrong or should not have said anything to begin 
with? 


We would like to enjoy the benefits of your experience and background, but 
these veiled insults are becoming very tiresome. 


Please treat us as you mention in your posting: "everybody is equally 
valuable."

Yes, and no, Bruce. 


The primary thing of value in a contest is TIME. Contests run only ina 
limited time period. Worse, in some contests, propagation conditions may 
only exist to certain parts of the world for very short periods of time. 
Maximizing those times can make the difference between winning and not 
even placing in the top-ten. 


But, on the whole, contestors are interested in working everybody they 
can. (Depending on the contest -- in certain contests, for example, 
contacts with your own country don't count) 


Keying speed is one thing that allows contesters to control pileups and 
rate. When lots of stations are calling, higher CW speeds tend to weed 
the pileup down, and the resulting stations can be worked an an 
impressive clip. When things slow down, slower CW speeds generally net 
better rate, since it invites the more casual CW operator. 


I really hate the practice of SHIFTING speeds in the middle of an 
exchange. I find it disturbing, and it usually causes me to miss part of 
the exchange. The subsequent repeat usually costs more time than is saved 
by shifting speeds.

I feel compelled to respond to your comment directed to George, even though 
it was not directed to me, I am not directly involved in the discussion, and 
regards the original discussion I have nothing of value to contribute. Even 
having said that, I need to say this: 


My recent foray into the QRP world has taught me one valuable thing - that I 
don't know as much about amateur radio as I thought I did, and I still have 
a tremendous amount to learn about this hobby. That is why I am here. 

Based on the experience that you at least give the impression you have, I 
believe that you, and many others, have a tremendous amount to teach. There 
is just one problem, the majority of the time, your postings have statements 
and language that are unnecessarily condescending, antagonistic, and yes, 
even at times insulting. 


You did once or twice reply to my posting that had what were perhaps stupid 
questions, and your responses to me were positive, and I thank you for 

those - I found your comments valuable. However, I am coming to the point 
where I am beginning to see the need to possibly sacrifice the knowledge 
that you have to offer, and add a filter to my email software, if you get my 
drift. So many of your replies to others are so discouraging that they are 
actually detrimental to the desire to continue reading any of the emails on 
this list.

Contesting has always been about time. It has not changed since the 
beginning. Today there is more pressure to make a higher score by more 
stations, but there were always stations whose scores you could never 
hope to duplicate. 


Some of the increase in scores is related to better bands, some to 
better equipment, and some to better operators and operating methods.

>The reason for a preliminary log is not whether the 

>Fox copied the correct information over the air,

>earned pelt because the Fox incorrectly typed the correct 
>call sign in the log. 


On further reflection, it's really not possible to do the level of 
checking necessary to verify the log. So, I suppose public inspection is 
sufficient. 


I can understand the need to correct typographical errors, but there's 
another level of errors that's possible. You ever see a situation where 
the FOX answers station A, but station B thinks the FOX was calling him? 
Both station A and B go away thinking they worked the FOX. And, what with 
all the QRM involved in a FOX hunt, who can tell? 


If station A and B have similar calls, wouldn't that be cause of a big 
disappointment later? 


Or does this scenario just not happen in the FOX hunt? 


>How 
>would K5ZTY feel if he lost his pelt simply because 
>the FOX made an error in typing his call sign in the 
>log? 


He'd feel awful. 


>Hounds should not be penalized by the loss of a pelt 
>because of a typo in the FOX's log. 


As a judge, you're certainly entitled to interpret the results as you see 
fit. I think you've adopted a good rule. 


>In my opinion, the fact that a "contester" is allowed 
>to submit his or her log one time is irrelevant. For all I know, 
>contest logs have errors, possibly MANY errors. 


Most contestors don't subject their log to public review. In fact, use of 
non-contest materials to validate or "cleanse" a log is considered 
cheating by a sizable number of contestors. 


And, yes, contest logs have MANY errors. The key challenge for a contest 
judge is to find the errors. Not all errors can be verified as such. 


>The Fox Hunts are an activity in themselves. 


And a lot of fun! I enjoyed the 20m hunts this past summer. 
Unfortunately, I've missed most of the 40m hunts. 


It also occurs to me that the hunts aren't subject to the same 
cross-checking that contests are. Since you only get logs from the FOX, 
there's little to check against. 


In that fashion, it doesn't work the same as a contest. Forgive me for 
thinking that it should follow the same pattern as is common for other 
contests. 


>The issues regarding preliminary logs have been 
>discussed 

>over and over by the QRP-L Committee. I believe

For the most part though, I find most Big Guns 
are willing to make sure everything is ok on both 
ends because these stations are in it to win big 
time (like two clubs against one another) and who 
knows 1 contact may be the thing that puts them at 
the top. If they dont get the right info they may 
not win. I have discussed this with members of my 
contesting club and they agree that every contact 
counts at the higher competition levels. 


Of course you could practice like mad and get that 
code speed up to where this does not become a 
issue. That is what I did and I very seldom ask 
for a repeat of any information.
